— One of the prime requisites of newsp.iper reporlorii»! work i« 
an abilily to collect facts and to collect thcni accurately- The best 
rii i .teWspapers do not tolerate coloring of facts by lhe reporter's imag- 
ination. It is probably for this reason that few. newspaper reporters 
• , arc masters of literary style, and conversely that some masters of 
literary style would never make Rood reporters. Robert Louis 
Stevenson, though one of the greatest masters of English literary 
^;î|.;éQr]c, was a failure when he tried h^ hand at American journalism.

The story is told of him that one day when the editor assigned 
to "cover** a Salvation Army children*s excursion Stevenson 
reported the event %\nthout giving the names of the committee men, 
and the generous magnates, and the name of the place where the 
outing was held, which were the prime facts nece8sar>' to a proper 
newspaper story. Instead, his literary genius carried him away 
into fqrbidden channels, and he wrote an exquisite article on the 
virtijes of gi^^ng unto children. The ire of the editor was aroused, 
■^nd -HTiter of. tbe rhapsody was "fired" within a week- Stevenson 
then spent the most part of four months seeking a position on an- 
other of the San Francisco papers- One of the editors whom he ap- 
proached describeti him as a "long, gangling, ill-dressed, starved- 
loolting dreamer."- , . ; . 

Other instances, of cotjtse, might be cited of men who acquired 
a brilliant literarj' style; and 'who were successful when they tried 
nb«f hand at journalism.- Thackeray was- one of them. It must not
